T is an Obfervaticn made by 
$ one of my Predeceffors, and 
an Obfervation, in my Opi- 
nion, at once ingenious and 
well fupported, That the In- 
habitants of the moft diftant 
Countries, do not differ age 

her more in their Cuftoms and Ways o 
i on the Inhabitants of the feveral Parts 
of this great City. But as Hittorians objerve 
that Nations very frequently alter their Man- 
ners, and that in a Succeffion of Years, People 
differ from Themfelves, as much as from their 
Neighbours ; {6 1 cannot think it at all improper 
to preferve in Papers of this Nature, an Account 
of fuch extraordinary Revolutions as happen 
from time to time among the moft diftinguifhed 
Tribes in that huge Mafs circum{cribed within 
the Bills of Afortality. A Gencral Hiftory, built on 
this Principle, would certainly be very enter- 
taining as well as inftructive ; but as this is not 
10 be expected fuddenly, I fhail content my felf 
with offering to the View of the Publick a thort 
Specimen ia that Way, under the Title of 


Memorrs of the SMARTS; 


And, according to the Reception it meets with, 
fall either proceed in, or difContinue my Re- 
fearches as to the Prefent State of the Good 
People of London and Weftminfter, and the Va- 
riations that have happened for thefe twenty 
Years laft paft, in the Religion, Learning, 
Morals, Trade, Talte, and publick Diverfions ; 
concerning all which I have already drawn to- 

ether a very confiderable Stock of Matcrials. 
—— But to my Specimen, 





O proceed methodically, I ought to take 

Notice of the Origin of thofe whol: 
Hittory I write; and I ought likewife to fer 
down the Names by which they have been 
known. But as the Inveftigation of thefe Heads 
is generally obferved to be the dric and leatt 
ufeful Parc of all Hiftories, I humbly conccive 
that my Succinétoe’s in thefe Points will deterve 
Praife, rather than Cenfure. : 

As to their Origin, I fhall content myfelf with 
obferving, that it is as obfcure, and confe- 
quently as antient, as that of any Nation in the 
World ; fince there is not any Hiftory of this 

reat Metropolis, which doth not mention the 
cople of whom I write, as great and flourifh- 
ing, even at the Diftance of many Hundred 
Years, as the learned and inquifitive Reader 
may find by confulting Helling/bed and Stev, 
as to Mafjues, Turnaments, and Coronation 
Feafts, when thefe Folks diftinguifhed them- 
felves always in a particular manner. 

W:itTH Regard to Names, I muft crave leave 
to refer myfelf to Sir Philip Sidney, Shake/peare, 
Fobnfon, Beaumont and Fletcher, Shirley, broome, 
and the other Antiquaries in that Way ; fince 
a Lift of them only would take up at leaft a 
Column. At prefent they go by different 
Names ; they call themfelves Leaws, their Ene- 
mies call them Fops, and the reft of the World 
Smarts; but all agree that they are precifely 
the fame Sort of People known in France by the 
Name of Petits Maitres. ; 

As to the Religion of the Smarts, like moft 
other Religions, though it hath varicd in its 

erms, yct in Fundamentals it hath always 

eh pretty much the fame: Ar prefent, the 
Eftablithed Church hath given ics Negative 
Faith the Title of Free-thinking ; and hence 
every Smart who is not to all Intents and Pur- 
poles a Free-thinker, is held but a Demi-Smart, 
or, to keep to religious Phrafes, a Dijfenter. By 
Free-thinking, you muft know, thefe Gentlemen 
mean afi abfolute Expulfion from their Thoughrs 
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of all Religious Tenets as held by the /ulear ; 
and their Minds being thus fiee, that is empty, 
they are again Alicd with this ling!e Propofici -n, 
which being light and fhort, is fic for a Free- 
thiuker’'s Creed, Aut Tuines ars Law- 
FUL THAT aRe& Preasanr. In conle- 
quence of this, they are always at Eafe, or 
appear to be fo, though their Conduct would 
make any other Man miftrable : For Example ; 
they run in Debt without Thought ; they debaswch 
Women without Seruple ; they ruin their Fa- 
milies without Remorfe: But then they wear 
fine Cloaths, drink fine Wine, keep fine Women, 
are at every fine Sight: And, when they can 
lead this fine Life no longer, clofe it by a fine 
Death, which is ufually admiaiftred by cheir 
own Hands. . 

In {peaking of the Religion, I have alfo com- 
prehended the Morals of this illuftrious People ; 
and from thence a Tranfiiion to their Learning 
is very natural, and confequently very proper. 
As to the dead Languages, the very Epither 
difgufts them ; Latin has fomething ia it of the 
Scheol-Bey, and as for Greek, its pale-faced Let- 
ters dilguft the Eyes of the Smarts, for many 
Reafons, and efpecially for this, that it takes 
up a great deal of Time to be well acquainted 
with them, French and Italian therefore are the 
Learned Languages with them: In the former, 
thofe of the greateft Eminence converfe, in the 
Jatter they ne one and all. It is an eftablifh’d 
Maxim, That there is no Harmony in Englijb, 
and that an Jealian Air is the molt charming 
Thing in the World, though it has nothing 
but a Redundance in Fowels to recommend it. 
Many of my Predeceffors have rallied the Smarts 
upon this Subjedt, as if tl.ey adted whimfically 
and ridiculoufly ; bur, with the leave of my 
Predeceflors, they are in the qwrong, and the 
Smarts are in eis, as in moft other Things, a 
very confiftent and polite Nation. As their Dif- 
courle generally relates to Triffes, and as Trifles 
are exprefs'd with pecyliar klegance in French, 
they thew the Recticude of their Judgments in 
making this the Language of their Schools, Again ; 
as the Poetry of the Modern Jtalians is of all 
others the leaft burthened with Sentiment, it is 
by fo much the firter for thefe Gentlemen, who 
would be always eafy, and who befides, from a 
Religious Principle, deteft fuchVerfes as convey 
the Maxims of Vulgar Morality, which tend to 
abridge the Liberty of Acting, and hinder Men 
from purfuing the great End of their Being, 
that is —- Pleafure. A Smart's Study there- 
fore confifts, firft, of Books of Devotion; fuch 
as the Works of Blount, Toland, Weolfton, and 
Pafferan: For thefe Folk are very pious in their 
Way, and it is thought that there is not one 
of them who does not make ufe of the 
Philofopber's Prayer as often as ever its Author 
did. As tothe Sciences ; Boyer’s Grammar and 
Diéticnary, with Venereni’s Italian Mafter, and a 
competent number of Mufick Books, complete 
the Shelf. For Amujfement, La Fontaine's Tales, 
the Earl of Rochefer’s Works, and a Profe Ver- 
fion of Meurfius, together with occafidrxal Trea- 
tifes, as they come out, fill the Glafs-Cafe. 

As to Trade, nothing is more common than to 
hear the Enemies of the Smarts upbraiding them 
with their Averfion to it: Eut how loud foever 
Calumny raifes her Voice, we ought always to 
fufpset the Truth of whut fhe fays, of which 
the prefent Cafe affords us 1 memorable Inftance : 
The Smarts are univerfally a Trading People ; 
but then ‘their Trade, like their Religion and 
Morais, is of a Sort peculiar to themfelves; as 


they hate Incumbrance and Trouble, inftead of . 


Books of Accompts, they make ufé of little Slips 
of Painted Paper, vulgarly called Cards ; inftead 
of Bales of Goods, they deal in Bales of Dice; 
bur then their Trade is very extenfive, occafions 
a quick Circulation, and is managed, as all the 





World knows, altoge:her upon Honcur. It is 
true, chat the ordinary Rank of Peopie will not 
allow Gaming to bz a Trade: What then? We 
live in an Age which gives no Quarter ro vulgat 
Errors, and I can demcnftrate this to be one 
upon the Spot. There is faid to be a Myftcry 
in Trade, and feparate Myfterics in. ali ics 
Branches 5 it is exactly the fame Cafe in Plays 
there is one Myttery regards the Whole, and 
yet there is a Myftery in every Pare: An Adept 
in Ombre may fufter by dealing in Picquet , and 
I have known a Mant who became a Perfon 
of Wath by his Skill in Bask-Gamon, come to 
want Shoes by launching out bis Money at 
Hazard. In 'l'rade, Skill and Affiduity are of 
mighty Confequencc; they are fo likewile in 
Gaming ; and, for the Honour of the Smarts be 
it ipoken, we feldom fee them deficient in el. 
ther : Many a fine Gentleman practifes Pilliands 
twelve Hours in a Day, and feveral Smarts, whw 
were never ten Minuies in a Church, have {pene 
the Sunday complete, that is, from Saturdcy 
Midnight, to Monday Morning, in continual Buh- 
nefs in a certain Compting- Heu/e in Cowent-Garden. 
But as in Trade the grand Secret is a certain 
Fe ne fray quoi, not reducible to the Rules of 
gown-right Honelty; fo in Play there is a king 
of taking leave of Honour for a Moment, without 
which a Man can never make a Figure in the 
Bufinefs. But to proceed. 

I need fcarce put the Publick in mind that 
the Smarts are as it were the fole Auchors of our 
Publick Diverfions : At the {/eatre they have 
a Majority in the Pit and Boxes: ‘To them the 
Opera owed its Subliftence; and Vaux-Hall, the 
egrecable Vaux Hall! would be a Wilderncfs 
without them. * , 

Ir is clear then, even from this fhort and im- 
perfect Hiftory of the Smarts, that they are a 
wife and happy Nation: /#%/e, becaule one 
Principle runs through their Religion, their 
Lesrning, their Morals, their Trade, their ore 
dinary Behaviour, and their Diverfions: The 
are happy, in right cf their continual Ahfasce 
of Thought, their generous Contempt of Fame, 
Fortune, and Salvation, which take up other 
Peoples Cares. And they are likewife fingularly 
diftinguifhed by the Honours done them by our 
Modern Patriots, who have very judicioufly cho- 
fen moft of their Chiefs, and ti.eir Writers to a 
Man, {rom amongft them. 

Arter this, to add any thing by way of 
Panegyrick, would be quite againit the Rades; 
and therefore, to avoid offending by any In» 
propriety thefe perfectly polite Perions, to the 
Praife ot whom I have dedicated this Paper, I 
muft here put an End to it, by recommending it 
to their peculiar Protection.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


HE laft Advices which the Court of 
Petersburg received trom the Count de 
Munich fay, that after he had refted a few 
Days with his Army near Little Ingul, he 
continued his March, and arrived the fixth 
Inftant near Great Ingul, which is very near 

half way from Perewolowna to the River + 
The {aid Court has received Advice from the 
Velt Marthal de Lafcy, that the Tartars are fo 
weaken'd by their feveral Engagements with the 
Ruffians, that 20,000 Men is the greatcft Num- 
ber the Kan has been able to aflemble, and 
with theft he is encamped on this Side Perecop: 
That there isa great Mifunderftanding between 
the Turks and Tartars, the for mer teproaching 
the la'ter that they have not Courage to keep 
the Ficld when they are attacked, and jhe 
Tartars on their Part, accufing the Turks for 
; BoE 
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not performing their Promife to defend the For- 
trefles of the Crim: Thar thefe Circumitinces, 
and the Mifery which they fuffer in thar Coun- 
try, made the Generality of the common People 
dfirous of fubmitting to the Czarina, tho’ the 
Chiefs oppofed ie with all their Might. 

The Advices which the Court of Petersburg, 
has received from their Refident at Jpaban fay, 
that the Bashaw of Bagder having revolted 
againft the Grand S-ignior, and propoied to 
make his Submiffion to Kouli Kan, “twas be- 
lieved that the latter would take the one 
of his Offer, and break with the Porte. — Tis 
confirm’d, that an Ambaffador from Koult Kan 
is arrived at Aftracan, in his Way to Petersburg, 
but he cannot fer our from thence till he has 
perform’d Quarantain, becaufe he came through 
the Province of Ghilan, where the Plague rages 
with great Fury. 

A Quarrel happened lately at Petersburg be- 
rwixt fome Ruffians and. the Domefiicks of the 


Periian Ambatizdor now at that Court, which 


was carried to fuch a Height, that three Perfians 
and one Rujlian was killa upon the Spot. 

The 17th Infant a difmal Fire happened at 
Wybourgh, in Finland, which in a very few 
Hours confumed all the Town to Afhes, except 
txo Churches ; but the Powder Magazine was 
not blown up, fo that the Fortifications remain 
entire. 


Letters from Vienna give the following Ac- 
count of an Aétion that has happened between 
the Turks and Imperiali?s, Advice of which 
was brought to that Court by Count de Pertu- 
fati, Aid de Camp to the Great Duke of Tut 
cany. 

¢ On the 2oth of June, while the Army was 
ton the March from Carenfebes to Slatina, 
4 feveral Turkifh Parties appeared upon the 
* Hills, from whence they endeavoured to in- 
¢ commode the Troops; but the Haffars gave 
* them Chace, and defeated feveral of them in 
* Skirmifhes; during which the Germans loft 
* gbont 30 Men. Next Day the Army en- 

camp’d at Tregova, and on the 22d arrived at 

Coraia, where it continued all Day. From 

this Camp they difcovered fome of the Ene- 

mies Parties rendezvoufing again on the ncigh- 

bouring Hill-, to the Number of at leaft 10,000 

Men; and they refolved to march againft them 

next Day, viz the 23d, as foon as it was 

Light ; butthe Army being obliged to ad- 

vance by Detachments, by reafon of the 

Narrownefs of the Defiles, and Unevennefs of 

the Ways, it could not be done. At Noon 

General Scher acquainted the Grand Duke 

and the Count de Konigfegg, that another 

of the Enemies Parties was forming irfeli on 

a great Hill oppofite to the Left of the Im- 

perial Army, and that the other Troops which 

had been difcover’d upen the neighbouring 

Hills, ftill continued in their Pofts. Ir ap- 

peared by the Help of Spying-Glaffes, that 

this Body of Augmentation confilted of Ja- 
nizarics and Spahis; and a Turkifh Bafhaw 
being difcovered fitting under a Tent, with 


cluded that the Seraskier of Widdin was there 
in Perion. The Enemy bending their chief 
Force towards the left Wing of the Imperial 
Army, the fame was teinforc’d, and the other 
Wing was brought as near to it as the Ground 
would admit of, that there might be no 
Chafm in the Centre for the Enemy to break 
through. The left Wing being thus rein- 
forc’d, gain’d the Hill, and charg’d the 
Turkifs Troops of Augmenration that were 
come to poft themflves there, with Vigour. 
During this, the other Partics of the Enemy, 
who poffefled the pe | Hills, came 
down upon the Imperialifts with great Fury, 
and prodigious Shouts, with a View to break 
the Front Line and penetrate to the Centre, 
which —_ his Royal Highnefs to bring up 
the fecond Line to join the firft, fo that the 
Army form’d as it were bug one Line. The 
« Enemy broke into it in two Places, on the 
» Right and Left. The Velt Marthal Phillipi, 
who was at the Head of a Regiment of Cui- 
raffiers, repulfed them twice on the Right ; 


a 








and the Turks who made the greateft Pufh 
againft the left Wing, wih the Janizaries, 
were as Vigoroufly repulied by che Velt Mar- 
fial Count de Wallis ; wh reupon the whole 
Line advanced towards the Enemy, who fnd- 
ing it impoflible to break it, retir’d in very 
good Order. This A€tion lalted from one 
o’Clock in the Afternoon till five, when there 
fell fuch a Shower of Rain that the Imp-- 
rialifts could not make ule of their Fire 
Arms ; and it was fo late, that they could not 
purfue the Turks above a Mile. The Unecr- 
tainty whether the latter might not renew the 
Attack next Day, determined the Great Duke 
and the Marfhal, to incamp with the Army 
near Cornia." ' 

The Lofs which the Imperial Army has 
fuftained in this Engagement is varioufly report- 
ed, fome making it to amount to 1000 Men 
killed and wounded, and others but to 500. 
There were feveral Orkcers kill'd, particularly 
Col. Rufch of Bareith’s Regiment ; the Count 
de Trautfon, Captain of the Grenadiers in Khe- 
venhuller’s Regiment, two other Captains of 
Grenadiers, and four other Captains im the Re- 
giment of Count Maximilian de Starenberg. 
There were alfo feveral wounded ; particul-rly 
the Count de Lamberg, a Colonel in Kheven- 
huller’s Regiment, who was fhot in the Thigh. 
The Lofs of the Turks muft be much more 
confiderable ; but ‘tis impoffible to know the 
Number of their Killed and Wounded, becaute, 
according to their Cuftom, they carry'd off their 
Dead even during the hotteft Part of the 
Aétion ; however they left behind them one of 
their chief Standards, and four Pieces of Can- 
non. The Count de Periufati reports, that on 
the Day after the Battle, the Army march'd 
again in purfit of rhe Enemy, and took Pol- 
fellion of the Camp which the Turks had aban- 
doned ; from which Camp the faid Count was 
f.nt Exprefs from the Great Duke of Tutcany, 
to bring the Emperor the News. His Ro al 
Highnefs refolved to halt there that Day, and 
the nexr, to give Reft tothe Army, and to wait 
for the coming up of the Provifions ; and it was 
fet:led, that on the 26th the Troops fhould 
march ogain to attack Meadia, which the Turl:s 
had not yet abandoned when the Exprefs came 
away. The Succefi of this Bactle is very much 
owing to the Great Duke, who expofed hinfeif 
in the hotteft Fire of the Turks, in order to 
encourage his Troops to do their Duty. 

As the Poft was going off, "twas reported at 
Vienna, that there has been another Battle be- 
tween Meadia and Orfova, in which the Impe- 
rialifts have gain’d a confiderable Victory ; for 
the Confirmation and Particulars of which we 
muft reter.to our next. 

The Hopes the Imperial Court conceive, that 
this will prove a happy Campaign to them, are 

art'y founded upon the exact D.{cipline which 
is obferved by the German Troops, and _thofe 
wife Regulations which have b.en ; ublifhed at 
the Head of every Regiment, for maintainirg a 
due Subordination, and feverely punifhing Cow- 
ardice. One of thefe Rules imperts, * That if 
* any Regiment or other Body fails in its Duty 
* in any Action or Siege, all the Soldiers of that 
* Body fhall be decimated ; that the Officers 
* fhall be cafhier’d with Infamy, and ignomini- 
* oufly punifhed, and that the Shame of fuch 
‘ 
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Body may be buried in Oblivion, its Colours 
or Standards fhall be thrown into the Fire.” 


They write from Stoclhclm, That the General 
Dyet of that Kingdom proceeds with great 
Unanimity, under the Dire@tion of the Count 
de Teflin, its Marfhal, who, tho’ fcarce go 
Years of Age, has gone through as much Buli- 
nefsasan old Man. He has been twice Envoy 
Extraordinary at Vienna, and at every Dyet he 
has fate in, he has been the principal Perfon in 
the Secret Committee, in drawing up the Plan 
which is therein concerted for a Guide in Fo- 
reign Affairs. With all this Learning, Judg- 
ment and Experience, he has a Behaviour which 
makes him univerfally beloved, and an Inte- 
grity which neither Fear nor Hopes can alter. 
The Dyet has appointed Commi:tees to examine 
the Alliances concluded two Years ago with 
Denmark and Ruffia, and the Reafons why the 








Treaty of Alliance with France has not vet bea 
renewed. A Committee is alfo appointed to jg. 
quire into the Gricvances of the Protettants of 
Poland, who have had Recourfe to |iis Swedith 
Majcfly, to defire his Protection, aad to fuppor, 
their lorerefts with the King and the States a 
Poland, at the next Dyet, which is to be held y 
Warfaw after the Fealt of St. Michael. 

‘As to the Int refts of the Duke of Eobpeia 
‘tis probable they will not come upon the Car’ 
pet. This Prince has a numerous Parr in 
Sweden, but they who are molt diffofed ty 
fecond his Views, do not approve thar he 
fhould challenge the Right of Succeficn i» 
the Crown.. “Tis very well known thar bj, 
Friends heave wrote to him upon the Sy 
and hinted, that as the Claim is generally cop. 
fidered as an odious Affair, no mere mentiog 
ought ro be made of it in the Letters which hye 
fhall write for the future to the Srates, than ig 
thof to their Majeities 

They write from Copenbapen, Thar a Roya 
Frigate arrived from Norway, has brouphy 
thither a great Quantity of B .rs of Silver, fe 
fries Copper and Iron, from the feveral Mines 
difcovered in that Kingdom: And char the 
King having ceded to the Queena the P oduce 
of the Pearl-Fith.ry ciiabtithed at Dronthein 
in Norway, Count de Ranrzi, Vice Roy of 
that Kingdom, has had an Audience of he 
Majelty, in which he prefested*her wich 30 
Ounces of Pearls of the utmoft Beauty, being the 
principal that the Pifhery produced left Year. 

They write from smferdam, Tat the funow 
Biron Tiecdore went lately on board. a Frigate of 
52 Guns and 250 Men, whith fome private 
Men had freighted for him in the Texel, and 
carrics a great Quantity of Ammunition. People 
are curious to know whar Couric he is fteer’é:

FTER arriving at Steckholm, in Twenty 

/ \ Days from Dunkirk, and laying a thor 

ume there, to examine the Curiofities of the 

P.ace, we fee out fr the farther Part of the 

Bothnick Gulph. The on'y remarkable Cir. 

cumftance of this Part of our Journey is, the 

we travelled 302 Leagues in tea Days time with 
two Coaches, norwithitanding the many great 

Rivers we were obliged to crofsin the way. It 

is tue we had no Night here, nor are Travellers 

hindered by any’ Inns upon the Road; but we 
were furprited to find fo large and unfrequemed 

a Tr ¢: with Roads as fine as tho which lead 

to Veriisilles, cut through a Foreft of prodigious 

Exrent, and which well deferve a better Countrr, 

Ac the Bottom of this Road ftands the Tounof 

Tornea, inclofed with a Wall of Firr about 

four or five Feet high, confifting of a few lowy 

Houfts, in which are about fixry Inhabirants, 

without reckoning the Dead, who are faid every 

Day to re-vitit their old Habirations. 

W« ftaid in this Plice abour a« long as we 
had done at Stockholm, and rot finding the Sea 
Coafts, nor the Iflands, in the Condition we 
could have withed, we revolved to proceed to 
Lapland, and there make our Triangles. It is 
true, that Country is no mere than @ vaft Defin, 
into which we could make our way no otherwik 
than by rowing up a River full of Catareéts, ot 
palling through large Forefts on Foot, without 
any Track to guide us, which was the more dit 
ficult, as we were incumbered with Aftronomical 
Inftruments: However, we pafled through them, 
and arrived at certain Mountains, whofe Tops 
were covered with Merefts of tall Firrss here 
our Bufin {§ was to find another Mountain pro- 
per to fx the Poine of our Triangles, which 
took us up two Months; thei Triangles gave 
us the Degree of the Meridian which inrerfects 
the Polar Circle. Nothing now remained, but 
to obi rve the Stars at the rwo Extremities, and 
finith che Winter by meafuring fome Thoul ads 
of Farhorns of Ice. 
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tn this Labour we were greatly afifted by 
the Strength and indetatigable Pains of the 


Povple, whom Nature bas admirably fired for 
reir Coun:ry 3 and in this Pare ot the Worid, 
where they have but little to enjoy, they have 
Prudence enough te be contented with little. 
"Their Houtesare made ef the Trunks of Trees, 
covered over with the Bark, in whith there is 


+ always one Room they mever pretume to enter, 


as being the Refidence of their Deity; but upon 
our Arrivad, without feing citker the Mafter 
or Miftrefs_ ot th: Houfe, #e were fulfered to 
take Pofiedion of it ; all the rett of the Houle 
was at our Service, except one milerable Corner, 
tull of Smoke, into which the Farher, Mother, 
Children, and all che Honfhold retire rogerher. 
But thefe Huts arc chicAy upon the Banks of 
the Rivers, ftand at great Diftande on: from 
another, and were coniequearly of but fmall 
Ule to us during our two Months Stay among 


em, 

OO Thole Inhabitants of this Countty who are 
beft accommodated, fow a little Barley, which 
the Earth renders them again in tht beft Man- 
ner it can, at the End «f fix Weéks or two 
Months, which is all the fruitful Seafon they 
hv:. They make for their Guetts a Sort of 
Bread, half Grain and half Straw, but what 
they ear themfelves is chicfly made of Straw ; 
an! in bad Years, which are very frequent in 
tis Couatry, they are forced to eat the Bark of 
Kier Trees. They have fome Sheep and fome 
Cows, which are kept alive with much Diii- 
culty in aCountry where they are forced co keep 
them gbov: hoif the Year in the Hou’e, and co 
heat ali te Water they drink. But they keep 
them only for their Milk and Weol, not ko ow- 
ing what it is to kill and cat them. They ‘ove 
iels Regard for their Rain Deer, fome Lr: of 
whofe Bodies they dry, which, joined wish fome 
Fith which they eat raw, is their beft Enrer- 
tauinment. Their common Food is the above- 
mentioned Bread, very bad Butter, and fowre 
Milk, which all the Houfhold eat out of the 
fame Piatt.r. Every one of trofe who affilted 
us, carried fome of this Bread in one Bag, and 
anorlier Bag full of fowre Milk, where-ever he 
went ; ind with this Provifion would che.rfo!ly 
go tothe WV orld’s End, if they were nor at iz 
already. 

‘Their Closthing is, as you may we'l Suppo, 
very plain; firft ot all the Childres gow long 
time alm ft naked, cnly with a Shirt upon their 
Bodiss, with nei:her Stockings, Shoes, or Bon- 
net. The Mons Drefs, whic!, ts uniform enough, 
is a kind of Suirt of whice Wool, with a Lea- 
ther Girdle, a very fnall Bonner; but t .cir 
Breeches are f long, that they tuck into their 
Shoes ; the moft indifpe::fable Part of thcir Garb, 
and which one would teaft cxpeé from them, is 
Gloves, there being neither Peafant, Fifherman, 
nor Soldier, who is not al ays gloved, in Sum- 
mer, as well as in Winter. The Women go 
commonly with their Feet and Legs bare ; their 
Head Dref confits of a Bunch of Red Hair, 
tied up with a Ribbon of Red Wool, and have 
mo? admirab’e Teeth; and if this Beauty be 
owing to the Sobriety of their Lives, our Paris 
Beauties would forn take to Bread and Water, 
did they buc confider what an Addition fuch 
Teeth would be to their Features. 

After all this, I mutt inform you, That the 
People I have been {peaking of are not the Na- 
tive Laplanders, but fome poor Forcign Fa- 
milies, who have fetrled upon the Banks of the 
Rivers ; for as foon as you leave the River, you 
enter the Defarts, where the native People are fo 
hideous, that thofe I have mentioned are perfe & 
Sybarites * tothem. We met with fome of them 
feeding their Rain Deer upon the Mountains : 
They are almoft as lictle as they are faid to be, 
and much uglier ; infomuch that fome of them 
frightened us, particularly a Woman, who the 
other Day entered into my Chamber, without my 
being able to prevent the Vifit. Every body in 
Sweden is perfuaded they have frequent Com-

merce with the Devil ; and I am of opiniou that 
thefe People look as iike his Correfpendents as 
any In the Univerte. His Swedith Majetty re- 
commended it to us at our taking leave of him, 
to examine a little inro the Truth ef what is fo 
generally reported of them, with regard to Ma- 
gick,~ [cannot tell whether they know Fucure 
Even:s, but am fure they are grofly ignorant of 
every thing paft and prefeat: [he Eaitts of the 
Kings, and the Prohibitions of the Miniflers 
who have biptifed fome Laplanders, have di- 
miniched the Number of Conjurers among them, 
or at leait have obliged ther to practite their 
Art with much more Secre‘y than former). 
But ver many conciude, that ome ameng them 
are deeply verfed in Magick, ani the Free- 
thinkers affert that the Laplansers perform ail 
their Wonders by White Magick only, with- 
out any Intcrcourfe with tic Devil. 

The Rain Deer are as bzautitul, as the Lap- 
landers are ghaftly; They are a kiad of fine 
Stacgs, which render them a tivoufand Services, 
in feeding, cloathing, drawing, and carryidg 
them; and they are fo familiar, chat we fourld 
fome on the Mountains which woul! not leave 
us for three or four Leagues. 

We are now at the Northern Extremity of 
our Triangles, waiting for the Scar which 1s to 
fhew us how much of the Arch of the Meridian 
is comprifed within our Triangles. It were 
greatly to be wifhed, that th {> Obfervations 
had been made b-fore the exceflive Colds came 
in, which are more infupportable here chau at 
Totnes Winter in ¢ is Place being almoft a 
perp:tual Seafon, and fometimes in the Middle 
of tae fhort Summer, refumes its Power: In- 
ftances of which we have had during our Stay 
in thefe Mountains, where, during very hot 
Days, when the Sun’ was not at all clouded, 
on a fudden the Winter has returned with moft 
piercing Cold. Toc nciude, it is the Winter 
only that gives a juft Lica of this Country, at 
which time the Laplanders return to their Ha- 
birations on the Mountains, from whence they 
ar: driven during the Hot Seafon by an incon- 
ecivable Quantity of Flies, which were very 
troublefume to us,
